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SANITARY  Cl RCUI'IS TANGES  OF  THE  AREA, 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

All  the  area  is  supplied  oy  the  Bridport  later  Vforks  Company  who 
are  empowered  by  their  Aot  of  Parliament  of  I872  to  take  from  their 
springs  at  Litton  Cheney  a maximum  of  320,000  gallons  per  day,  but  at 
times  these  springs  do  not  yield  this  amount.  Because  of  this  drop  in 
yield,  and  height  of  the  Bothenhampton  reservoir  196/ feet  0,  D, , during  the 
summer  months,  shutting  off  at  nights  becomes  necessary  to  enable  the 
reservoir  to  fill,  and  because  of  the  fact  tnat  the  Borough  varies  between 
30  feet  and  15O  feet  0,  D,  the  static  head  available  in  some  parts  is 
very  small,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  supply  is  inadequate  as  to  pressure 
' and  quantity, 

A Chlorinating  plant  is  installed  at  Litton  Cneney,  for  continuous 
chlorination, 

20  samples,  were  taken  for  bacteriologioal  analyses;  of  these,  19 
were  Satisfactory  and  1 Suspicious,  All  these  samples  were  taken  from 
the  main. 

Approximately  145  houses  in  the  Borough  take  their  water  from 
outside  taps. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  taking  over  of 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company.  In  April,  the  Borough  Council  and 
the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council  agreed  to  combine  to  appoint 
Parliamentary  Agents  for  the  drafting  of  an  Order  constituting  a Joint 
Water  Board  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company, 
but  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  there  has  been  no  report  regarding  any 
progress. 


Rivers. 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers,  Brit,  Asker,  and  e-i.mene,^ 
during  their  course  through  the  Borough,  As  bathing  takes  plaoe  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Brit  during  the  summer  season,  five  samples  of  river 
water  were  taken  for  analyses  and  none  of  these  showed  any  pathogenic 
I Qr-ganiems,  . in  October,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  Southern  G-as  Board’s 
i proposals  for  diverting  the  river  Brit  near  the  Gas  Works, 

! 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

I As  stated  in  previous  reports,  all  crude  sewage  from  the  Borough 

is  run  out  to  sea  at  West  Bay  through  a short  outfall  in  the  middle  of 
the  East  Beach,  and,  because  of  the  absence  of  off  shore  currents,  this 
Beach  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  owing  to  sewage  pollution.  In 
February,  a deputation  from  the  Council  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  were 
informed  that  the  Ministry,  after  taking  into  consideration  the  large 
financial  burden  which  would  fall  on  such  a small  population  if  full 
treatment^ or  sludge  digestion  were  insisted  on,  and  also  the  restricted 
area  at  West  Bay,  would  reluctantly  favour  some  other  form  of  sewage 
treatment.  In  March,  the  Consultant  Engineers  were  asked  to  prepare 
a scheme  on  (a)  The  treatment  of  sewage  by  disintegration,  and  (b)  A scheme 
for  the  treatment  of  sewage  by  screening  first  vrith  disintegration  of 
r*esidue,  and  these  schemes  to  include  the  removal  of  the  present  outfall 
to  a point  4^*^  yards  east  of  its  present  position,  on  the  understanding 
i that  sewage  would  gravitate  to  the  new  outfall  and  to  provide  for 
! pumping  during  excessive  flow  in  the  sewers  to  prevent  flooding  at  West 
I Bay,  In  September,  the  report  of  the  Consultant  Engineers  was  received 

I and  in  November  it  was  agreed  to  ask  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  receive 
j a deputation  with  a view  to  ascertaining  whether  a tnodifierd  e^chemflr  ai^'tjii 
stage  would  be  accQptable, 

A notice  board  was  erected  on  the  East  Beach  advising  the  public 
against  bathing  on  that  beach  because  of  the  sewer  outfall.

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7,550  feet  of  new  sewers  and  drains  to  Oouncil  Houses,  1,604  feet 
to  private  buildings  and  conversions,  and  1,233  feet  for  alterations 
and  to  old  premises,  were  installed, 

PUBLIC  OLEANSINg. 

2,075  loads  of  refuse,  representing,  2,550  tons,, were  collected 
from  approximately  2,650  dustbins.  The  Karrier  Motor  Refuse  Lorry  is 
now  just  over  2 years  old  and  is  proving  satisfactory.  The  lorry  is 
continually  employed  and  is  manned  with  a driver  and  two  men.  During 
the  year  384  tons  of  Tins  and  40^  tons  of  Paper  were  salvaged  and  baled, 
and  23  tons  of  miscellaneous  salvage  were  disposed  of.  The  remainder 
of  the  refuse  is  burned  in  the  destructor  where  4 ^^cn  arc  employed. 

The  Destructor  is  now  48  years  old.  The  Oouncil  accepted  an  offer  of 
a site  to^dump  their  indestructible  refuse  at  Bradpole  about  half  a 
mile  outside  the  town;  this  dump  is  kept  in  very, good  condition.  Street  • 
cleaning  is  carried  out  by  ^two  full  time  sweepers  with  street  orderly 
carts,  and  0.  total  of  4# 48  niiles  are  swept  daily,  1 mile  three  times 
weekly,  2,12  miles, twice  weekly  and  2,40  miles  weekly.

Camping  Sites.  I 

The  only  camping  site  in  the  Borough  is  at  West  Bay  and  is  owned  ^ 
by  the  Council  who  employ  a full  time  supervisor  during  the  camping 
season.  Water  is  supplied  to  various  stand  pipes  on  the  site  and  there 
are  water  closets,  showers,  and  facilities  for  ge.s  cooking.  There  is  a 
daily  collection  of  refuse  from  the  camp  in  August,  and  three  times 
a week  during  the  remainder  of  the  season.  During  the  year  there  were 
accommodated  in  the  camp  6,916  persons,  584  Caravans,  1,190  Tents, 

833  Oars,  217  Motor  Cycles,  and  there  were  loaned  out  to  the  campers  3O8 
chairs,  and  201  beds. 


The  Council  installed  12  Cabanya  Chalets  each  equipped  v^ith  electric 
griller  and  waste  water  sink,  and  v;ater  is  laid  om. 

Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  Rodent  Officer  vjas  employed  during  the  year  except  in 
the  summer  months.  He  estimates  that  aporoxiraately  7OO/O.OO  rata  were 
destroyed  many  of  these  at  the  refuse  destructor  works  and  on  the  river 
banks.  There  was  a marked  increase  of  rats  around  dwelling  houses  largely 
due  to  the  presence  of  poultry.
